According to the Frankfort corres- 
pondent of the London Standard Dr.

For a 
week "after his arriral in Amsterdam 
Dr. Tanner confined liiraiiolf to his 
room in the hotel. It is reported that 
during this time lie used to eat five or 
aix meals a day with ravenous appetite 
besides consuming a large quantity of 
spirits. ' At length he informed his ho- 
tel keeper who he was and said that ho 
had come to sec Dr. CrofT. This physi- 
cian bad iu several Dutch jjapers ex- 
pressed disbelief in the genuineness of 
Dr. Tannot'a well knojyn^ fast; and de- 
clared the latter ipuflt.have obtained 
nutriment by secret moans. The object 
of Dr. Tanner in going to Amsterdam 
was to perform in Dr. CroiTa house a 
fast similar to that which he had gone 
through in America hist autumn. The 
wager was to be50,000 francsor .£2000. 
Dr. CroiV, who was away at the time 
Dr. Tanner reached Amstordiini,return- 
ed home on the 18th u^t. aMl^t once 
sent a message to the Amcr^a,n, who 
had begun to grow impaticnt'of^tho de- 
lay. Rejoiced to hear /that Dr. CrofV 
liad at length returned Dr. Tanner ran 
out of liis room to tho footing at the 
top of the stairs and foil to the bottom. 
The fa.ll caused concussion of the brain 
'ancl^tller injuries and the unfortunate 
faster breathed his last the very next 
dav. The medical men of Amsterdam 
desired to open the body of Dr. Tanner 
but to this JNIrs. Tanner, in spite of all 
their entreaties and ofler.s, would not 
consent. She, bowover, agreed to let 
the body be weighed, when it was 
"jfound that ita weight was only 108 
'pounds. It will be remembered that 
at the end of his fast Dr. Tanner weigh- 
ed ninety -six pounds.

Vov some five or six weeks past 
Prince Ivan Mikelad.sa, a wealthy land- 
owner, resident in the government of 
Kutuis, has been at open war with the 
peasantry of Ontopo, Copana and Chos 
chi, villages situate upon his property, 
anel, according to a llussian official or- 
gan, the Kaickas, no attempt has hither- 
to been made by the constituted au- 
thories of the above-mentioned province 
to intervene between the combatants. 
It appears that the Prince's tenantry 
ci(>im ft considerable iiortion of his es- 
tate farmed by theni since tho year 
1819 upon the principle of dividing the 
harvest produce equally between their 
landlords and themselves, and His 
Highness has not unnaturally declined 
to recognize the validity of their pre- 
tensions. • 'Toward tho middle of June 
' he gave them notice to quit; where- 
upon some three hundred of them ap- 
peared in arms before his country seat 
and endeavored to carry it by assault. 
The Prince, assisted by his domestic 
servants, succeeded in beating them ofl, 
killing two of their number and wound- 
ed several others. They then invested 
the place cutting ofl" its inmates from 
all intercourse with the outer werld, 
and according to the latest intelligence 
received at St. Petersburg are still 
steadfastly beseiging it. A second and 
] Jhird'attempt to corry it by a coup de 
' 'ttyin have been brilliantly repulsed by 
the beleagurcd Prince, who on l)Oth oc- 
casions inflicted heavy los.s upon his as- 
sailants. This sanguinary drama has 
been enacted within a mile of the Abas- 
chi railway station. Its episodes are 
briefly narrated in the columns of tho 
■• KawJcas, without any editorial comment 
. whatever— a fact itself sufficiently sign- 
ificant of the stolid indiflbrence with 
which the Russian oflicial mind regards 
Aiarchy and disorder at present preyaih 
;<;ri\ng in the outlying provinces oi, the 
Muscovite Empire.

When the dry dock was 
""■^^to be given out all the tenders M-ere 
carried to Ottawa and after many 
weeks' manipulation it was announced 
that a Montreal firm bad carried oft" 
the prize. And now we have the

citizens generally pursued a similar 
course the budding manufactures of 
this, city and province woukl not now 

have an existence. We shall return

Sov tko No-wo of tho Assassination 
of Lincoln vrea Beeelved Sere. 

Lincoln was shot on the evening of the 
14th April, 1805; but tho news did not 
reach tliia place until the 19th as there 
were then no tolegrapli lines nearer than 
Portland, Oregon. On the morning of 
the 20th the ChronicU and Culiimd news- 
papers appeared with turned column rules. 
The newspajier office3,express office, banks, 
American consulate, governniontbuildings, 
tho mayor's residence and many private 
buildings wero draped with mourning. 
In the afternoon the people collected f.n 
tiuiMt at tho theatre, which was heavily 
draped with the insignia of woe. His 
Excellency Governor Kennedy and fami- 
ly, the mayor and city councillors, the 
government officials, the American Con- 
sul and family, and many other persons 
of prominence occupied seats on the stage. 
Mr. Francis (U. S. Consul) called the 
meeting to order and Mr. .J. P. Coucli 
was appointed secretary. Mr. Francis, 
after a few remarks, introduced Mr. Se- 
lucius GarGelde of W.ashington Territory 
(no relation, by the way, of tho president 
now lying dead.) Mr. Garfioldo wa.? a 
brilliant and eloquont orator and deliver- 
ed a apooch full of patriotic fervor and 
melancholy pathos eulogistic of Mr. Lin- 
coln. A aeries of resolutions were passed 
and the assemblage separated.

It 
is proposed in this city to close the busi- 
ness houses and workshops on Monday, 
to fire minute guns from Beacon Hill 
battery and to toll the lii o and church 
bells while the funeral ceremony is in 
progress.

When President Lincoln, 
wasshot a meeting was hold in the theatre, 
an oration wa.-i delivered and resolutio^is 
of condolence passed and afterwards for- 
warded to .Mrs. Lincoln; and he thought 
something similar should be done on thi.s 
occasion. 

Mr. E. Marvin stated that a committee 
liad waited upon Oapt. Dupont, of the V. 
G. A., with a view of getting 100 minute 
guns tired on Monday afternoon at tho ex- 
psnse of tho American residents. The cap- 
tain at once said that it should bo done 
and ho thought that instructions to that 
effect would be forwarded from Ottawa 
and the expense borne by the Dominion 
Government. Tho committee had guar- 
anted the cost of 200 pounds of powder in 
any c.a.so, which would be the only ex- 
pense attending tho matter. 

The chairman read a letter addressed 
by Capt. Dupont to himself stating that it 
would bo advisable to purch-iao tho pow- 
der at Turner, Bouton & Co. , whore a suit- 
able article could be obtained,rathor than 
take it from tho Dbmiriion magazine to be 
replaced hereafter. The cost would be 
?180, but probably Mr. Collector Hamly 
would remit the duty of 3 cts. nor pound. 

Mr. E. Marvin moved a resolution that 
a committee of four, consisting of Jlessrs. 
A. Francis, J. Kurtz, E. C. Neufeldcr and 
F. Lubbe be a coramittoo to draft resolu- 
tions of condolence and sympathy to Mrs. 
Garfield. 

Mr. E. Marvin'.') name was subsequently 
added unanimously andthemotion carried. 

Mr. P. McQuado was chosen treasurer. 

After flomo discussion it was decided 
that contributions should bo confined to | 
American citizens. 

On motion Messrs. J. P. Goodhuo, J. 
Kurtz, P. Ouaterhout and L. Lewis were 
appointed a committeo to collect subscrip- 
tions to defray whatever expense might \ 
be incurred in carrying out the pro- 
gramme that m.ay bo agreed upon. 

Mr. M. W. Waitt wHs in favor of open- 
ing subscription lists at once; but it was 
argued by 5lr. E. Marvin and others that 
it was not yet known what the cost would 
be. 

Mr. McQuado would head the list with 
$10; and Mr. E. Marvin would place his 
name second with the samo amount if 
neceas.ary. 

Mr. J. P. Goodhuo folt confident that 
funtla to almost any amount would bo 
forthcoming if needed, and he thought 
that tho further business of the meeting 
should be proceeded with. 

Mr. £. Marvin suggested that Mr. J. 
Kurtz bo requested to deliver tho funeral 
oration in tho theatre on Monday next. 

This proposition was received with 
groat favor by the meeting, but Mr. Kurtz 
begged to bo excused. 

'The chairman was then mentioned for 
that duty, but ho stated that an oration 
would require time to prepare, and even 
if he had that at his disposal aiid could 
got it ready some one else would have to 
read it. Ho remarked that tho committee 
should draft a letter of condolence as well 
as resolutions, and that they should bo 
submitted to a meeting to be hold on 
Monday next. 

Mr. M. W. Waitt moved that a com- 
mitteo be appointed to procure an orator 
from tho Sound or Oregon for the occasion , 
and that the chairman and Messrs. Mar- 
vin and Neufeldcr be a committee lor 
that purpose. There would be plenty of 
timo if a telegram went at once to who- 
ever the committeo might select, and any 
exponse attending the matter would be 
cheorfuUy and wiliingly borne by the 
.\merican residents. 

The motion to procure some ono from 
tlie other side if a suitable peraou could 
be obtained, after being discussed pro and 
COIL by several speakers, was finally lost on 
being put to tho meeting. 

Mr, J, H. Price moved that all .'Viuori- 
can citizens wear a distinctive badge of 
mourning on the loft arm for ten days 
from Monday next. 

Seconded by Mr. L. Lewis and carried 
unanimously, \ 

Tho meeting then adjourned to meot 
again at tlie samo place at 4 o'clock p.m. 
on Monday next.

i'citerday's mail brought intelligence of 
the death on tho 4th inst. , at Sackville, 
K. B. ,at the residence of his nephew, of 
Rev. Dr. Lachlan Taylor. Few miniaters 
of the Jlcthodist or any other church were 
better Juiown or more highly esteemed 
than the deceased gentleman. Dr. Tay- 
lor was born in Argyleshiro, Scotland, 
but in 1830, while yet a boy, camo to 
Lachuto in lower Canada. His first post 
was on tho Buckingham Mission, a very 
rough field of labor, and he aubsequently 
mini.stered at Richmond, Prescott, Toron- 
to, Hamilton, Brockville, Kingston, By- 
town, St. Catharines and Montreal. For 
thirteen years, viz., from 1851 to 18C4, 
Dr. Taylor ditl groat work for tho Upper 
Can.ida Bible Society, and was mainly in- 
strumental in bringing it to its present high 
position. From 18G5 to 1873 ho was one 
of the general secretaries of tho Methodist 
Missionary Society, a position which he 
filled with energy. During his life he 
travelled a great deal both on this con- 
tinent and abroad, and ho took an ex- 
tended tour through Syria, Asia Minor, 
Egypt and the Holy land. As a lecturer 
Dr. Taylor was highly thought of and his 
tour through England in 1877-78 lectur- 
ing on tho North- West was a most success- 
ful one and imparted much useful know- 
ledge of that country. Somo four years 
ago Dr. Taylor was attacked with a se- 
rious discaso of the eyes which rendered 
him totally blind, a condition in which ho 
remained with occasional intervals of dim 
vision. Notwithstanding this the rever- 
end gentleman continued to lecture, and 
dt the timo of his death was engaged in 
delivering a now lecture on " Joruaalom 
the city of tha Grent King." In 18()2 
Dr. Taylor camo to British Columbia and 
and visited Carilino. He remained sev- 
ural months in the province and delivered 
many ulnquont lectures and sermons.

— Warden 
Crocker visited Guitenu in jail thin 
morning. Guiteau aakcd him concern- 
ing tho president's condition, express- 
ing fear that the president was jiearing 
tho end. Crocker then told him tho 
president was dead. Guiteau inatantly 
sank down on the bed aud appeared 
much excited. He then rose and paced 
the floor and. appeared to bo praying. 
When told tho particulars, he said he 
wa.s glad tlio president's sufVeringa wero 
over, mill would not have committed 
the deed had he known lie wa.s to Huffer 
HO. Guitenu was les.s nervous and 
alarmed than tho warden anticipated. 
Ho has a deadly fear of mobs, and 
urges the United States to protect him. 

The news of the preaidont's death 
did not reach tho Jail in which Guiteau 
is confined until about midnight. At 
that, hour everything was tranquil. 
Guiteau was resting quietly in his cell, 
uiul thore was no e.xcitoment in tho 
ncigbborhood of the jail, nor was any 
trouble apprehended by ofTicials. Gen. 
Sherman said in conver.sation to-night 
he did not expect any attempt would 
be mado to take the priHonor, and ex- 
pressed the liojjc tiiat tho good sense of 
the people of the district would pre- 
vail, and that they would allow the 
law to take its course.

THE rUNERAL ARRANGEMENTS. 

[l)Upat(.'lie» to Uic Orrgoniaii.'l 

Blisa appeared early this morning 
quite broken down in appearance. Ho 
had not undressed at all. "He was the 
greatest man as a patient I have ever 
seen; never a murmur from him." "Cer- 
tainly, if it is necessary," was his in- 
variable answer when asked to endure 
any unpleasant treutiuent. Oh, but 
ho is changed now in appearance, ffe 
is 60 thill, and tho light of his eyes, 
which was always a fine one, is gone 
out. His face has lost its natural ex- 
pression. He has that thin ami cada- 
verous look that is so painful. 

Judge-Advocate General Swain, who 
was the only one with the president 
when he began sinking last night, 
makes the following .statement: It 
was niv night's watch with the pro.si 
dent. 1 had been wilh him a good 
deal of tiio time since .'5 o'clock. A 
few inir.utes before 10 I left Col. Rock- 
well, with whom 1 had been talking 
for some minutes in the lower hall, and 
proceeded to the president's room. On 
entering I found .Mrs. Garfield sitting 
by his bedside with no other person in 
the room. I said to her, "How is 
everything going on/'' She rifplied, "He 
is sleeping nicely.'' 1 said, "I think yon 
had better go to bed and rest" 1 
asked what had been (jrcscribed foi' 
him to take during the night. She re 
plied she did not know. She had givon 
him milk punch at S o'clock. I tluMi 
said, "If you wait a moment I will go 
into the doctor's room and ace what is 
to be given during the night." She 
then said, "there's beef tea down .stains. 
Daniel knows where to got it." 1 
went into tho doctor's room and found 
Dr. Ijlisa there and asked him what 
wa.s to bo given during the night. He 
answered, "I think I had better t].\ up 
a list and will bring it to you very 
soon." r then went into the surgeon's 
room and had .some little conversation 
with ilrs. Garliold. She folt of the 
president's hand, laid her hand or his 
forehead and said, "Ho seems to 
be in good condition," and passed out 
of the room. I iramediatcly felt his 
his hands, feet and knees. I thought 
the knees felt a little cool and got a 
flannel cloth, heated it at the fire and 
laid it over his limbs. I also heated a 
cloth and laid it over his right hand 
and sat down in a chair beside his bed. 
I was hardly .seated when Boynton 
came in and felt of the president's 
pulse. I asked biin how it seemed. 
Ho replied, "It is not as strong as it 
was this afternoon, but very good." I 
said he seemed to be doing well. "Yes," 
he answered, and pas.scd out. He was 
not in the room more than two min- 
utoa Shortly after this the president 
awoke. As he turned his head on 
awakening, I arose and took his hand. 
I was on the left hand of the bed as he 
lay. T remarked, ''You h.-id a com- 
fortablo alfiep." He then said, "O 
Swain, this terrible pain!" placing his 
right hand on his breast over the re- 
gion of his heart. I asked him if I 
could do anything for him. He said, 
"Some water." I went to the other 
side of the room, poured out an ounce 
and a half of Polard water into a glaK.s 
and gave him to drink. He took the 
glass in his hand, I raised his head as 
usual, and drank the water very natur- 
ally. I then handed tiie glass to the 
colored man, Daniel, who came in dur- 
ing the time I was getting water. 
Afterwards I took a napkin and 
wiped his forehead, as he usu- 
ally perspired on awakening. He 
then said, "0 Swain, tho ter- 
rible pain! Press your hand on it!" 
I laid my hand on his chest. He then 
throw both hands to tho side, and about 
on a lino with his head, and exclaimed, 
"Oh, Swuin, can't you atop this?" and 
again, "Oh, Swain!" 1 then saw him 
looking at mo with a staring expres- 
sion. I asked him if he was suflering 
much pain, and receiving no answer, 1 
repeated the question with a like re- 
sult. I then concluded he was either 
(lying or having a severe spa.sm, and 
called to Daniel, who was at the door, 
to tell Dr. Bliss and IMrs. Garlield to 
como in immediately, and glancing at 
the small clock hanging on the chande- 
lier nearly over the foot of his bed, saw 
it was 10:10 o'clock. Dr. Bliss came 
in within two or three minutes. I 
told Daniel to bring a lighted candle 
which habitually stood behind the 
screen near the door. When tho light 
shone full on his faco I saw he was 
dying. When Dr. Bliss came I said, 
"Doctor, have yon any stimulants ? he 
seems to be dying." He took hold of 
his wrist as if feeling for tho pulse and 
said, "YeB,|he is dying!" I then said 
to Daniel, " Run and arouse tho 
house." At that moment Col. Rock- 
well camo in, when Bliss said, "Let us 
rub his limbs," which we did. In a 
very few momorits Mrs, Garfield camo 
in and said, "What does this mean!'' 
and a moment afterwards said, "Oh, 
why am I made to sufTer this cruel 
wrong')" At 10:35 p m. the sacrifice 
was completetl. Ho breathed hi.s last, 
calmly and peacefully. 

Secretary Brown aaya tho extreme 
emaciation of the president was a sur- 
prise to tho undertaker and embalmer. 
It is possible to clasp the leg above the 
knee with one hand. Some iloubt 
whether if the jiresident lies in state at 
Washington it will be deemed right to 
sliow the remains. 

After lying in state in the rotunda 
of the capitol at Washington on Thurs- 
day and Friday, the remains will he 
taken cl^arge of by the Pennsylvania 



railroad' and be conveyed direct 
to Pittsburg, antl from theuci; to Clevc- 
land. 

W.vsiii.NC.TO.N", Sept. -20. — ^Tlu: war 
dopartnieut will to-morrow issue an or- 
der that every military post, station, 
fort and arsanol sliall go into mourning 
for thirty days. That all flags bo at 
half mast and kept there for thirty 
days; that fi salute of 115 guns be fired 
at sunrise each day for 30 days, and 
afterwards during the day, at intervals 
of half an hour ono gun, from the ris- 
ing to the setting of the sun, and at tho 
closc'of each day a national salute of 
3S guius, and tliat army officers all 
wear mourning for si.x months. -An- 
other order will be issued from the war 
de] artment to-morrow luorning an- 
nouncing to the army the death of tho 
president, and that president Arthur 
lias been sworn in and according to law 
is now president and coinmander-in- 
chief of the army. 

The iire.sident's reinain.s, fuconipanicd 
by the family, cabinet, friends and es 
cort, will reach here to-morrow morn- 
ing. 

The ilepartnients w ill remain i-losed 
till after the funeral. 

London', Sept. 20— The lu'i s.iy.s : By 
coniiaon consent, President Garfield's lifo 
which luis passed in full view of the pub 
lie, has been free from spot or blemish, 
distinguished in tho field, able and up- 
right in conduct, a soldier without fi'iir, 
and a citizen without reproach. 

The death of tho president is iluj com- 
mon theme of conversation and regret. 
The same is true all over the country; 
every sign of sorrow and respect is mani- 
fested.
